The Orgenization of a Body to Escort

New Yorn, November 25.—Major George W.

WATER, 
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Prence snd ‘hina—ithe Duke of “umberland’s 
Policy—A Treasure Found—The Progress of 
the Cholera in France—Tue Anarchists— 

Otaer News of the Continent. 


Loxpox, November 25.—A dispatch from 
Shanghai to the Times says the action of the 
French bas driven China to re-open the Ton- 
quin question, and it is asserted that she will 
atk jor English mediation. The secretaries of 
Prince La assert that they saw Captain Four- 
hier, who negotiated the Tien-Tsen treaty for 
France, make the erasures in thetreaty. The 
Pekin correspondent of the Times telegraphs 
that the British minister to China is inactive, 
and that the breach is widening between China 
ard France. Tsung Li Yamer is calmly con 
fident of China’s powers, and has decided to 
reject Captain Fournier’s May convention as 
the basis for negotiation. It will re-open the 
whole question. 

Lonpox, November 25.—M. Waddington 
French embassador to England, and the 
Marquis Tseng, are conducting negotiations 
through the Marquis Granville, British for- 
eign secretary, which give some promise that 
a peaceful settlement of the dispute between 
France and China may be reached. The main 
points of an agreement, which would be satis- 
factory to China and France, are known to 
bith diplomats. These indicate that both 
ccubtries must make large concessions. China 
rej udiates all responsibility for the Lang Sou 
afisir, but will make a concession to France to 
secure a peaceful settlement. England will be 
eatished ifshe can be the means of restoring 
peace. 


The France-China Controvery. 

Paris, November 25.—In the chamber of 
deputies to-day the debate was resumed on the 
Touqguin credit bill. M. Feppe, in an address 
defending the course of the government and 
advocating colonial expansion, said that it be- 
Looved France as a great nation and civiliing 
power to possess the colonies. He continued 
yy saying that the conquest of Tonquin 
was worth the eacrifices it demanded. 
M. Anatole De La Forge opposed the bill and 
declared the Chinese question unworthy of the 
sacrifice of asingle Frenchsoldier. He con- 
sidered the colonial policy of the government 
as being out of question while the provinces of 
Alsace and Lorraine were in the hands of for- 
eigners. M. Granet, (republican) and others 
pressed the government to make a clear state- 
ment of its intention with regard to.the Chi- 
nese question.

The Cholera at Sca. 

Buenos Ayres, November 25.—The steamer 
Perzo is now out of the Argentine jurisdiction. 
She is said to have been used as a hospital 
ship at Genoa and several deaths from chol- 
era occurred on board of her. Other steamers 
are expected to araive shortly from the in- 
fected ports with 2,000 emigrants. These will 
pot be permitted to land. The 
the steamer Mattie Bruzzo, who may live to 
reach Genoa, and who wish to return here, 
will be brought back at the expense of the 
Argentine government. 


The Duke ef Cumberland’s Poticy. 

Beri_in, November 25.—The North German 
Gezette says the duke of Cumberland will con- 
tinue to be a determined adversary to the 
emperor and theempire. In view of his indi- 
rect relations with the party of the center, the 
government cannot consent to make Brunswick 
the headquarters of the Guelph policy, or 
sacrifice the peace of 45,000,000 of people to 
the particular {interest of any house, however 
ancient or distinguished. 


A Shipment of arms. 

Paris, November 25.—A Berlin dispatch to 
ibe Gaulois states that shipments from Ham- 
burg of cannon and arms of precision, aad 
munitions of war are being made upon a 
grand scale. They have been sent tothe 
British admiralty for sevice. If their transit 
to the British territory shall be prohibited,the 
agents of the firm that is furnishing them at 
Ludnitz and at Andia Pequba will try to ac- 
comphsh their transportation by a route 
through Namaqualand. 


The Cholera in Kordofan. 

DoxcoLa, November 25.—British troops are 
moving on to Hardouk, 50 miles south of here, 
so as to avoid the smallpox contagion which 
prevails at this point among the natives. Ru- 
mors have reached here tothe effect that an 
epidemic of cholera prevails among the troops 
of the Mahdiin Kardofan. It is stated here 
positively that the Mahdi is encamped around 
Khartoum with a force of 20,000-men.

The Striking Carpet-Weavers. 

Puitapetpnia, Va., November 25.—The 
sirikiug ingrain carpet-weavers held a meet- 
ing this afternoon, at which fully seven hud- 
dred strikers were present, as were also rep- 
resentatives ofthe Knights of Labor. The 
arbitration committee, which had been ap- 
pointed at the previous meeting to request the 
manufactuerers to withdraw the notice of re- 
duction in wages, reported that several of the 
manutecturers declined to confer with them, 
nud that very little satisfaction could be ob- 
tained from anyofthem. The meeting there- 
upon decided to abolish the arbitration com- 
mittee, and to have no further communica- 
tion with the manufacturers. It was also 
agreed upon to remain firm in their demand, 
and Lot to Teturn to work 
unless the old rate of wages should be paid. 
A committee was appointed to look after all 
persons in distress and to furnish funds to all; 
to investigate their sufferings. It was an- 
rounced that 600 weavers had already aflili- 
ated themselves with the Knights of Labor, 
and that 200 others would join, The organiza- 
tion will be known as the Kensington Assem- 
bly, No. 1.. The meeting was addressed by 
Henry J. Skeflington, district organizer and 
master workman of the Knighis of Labor, who 
advised moderation and expressed the belief 
thatthe weavers, acting now as an organized 
body; would be successtul in their resistance 
of the reduction in wages. 


Shortening Heurs and Reducing Wages.

FELLOW CITIZENS. 


WHITES AND BLACKS MEET COR- 
DIALLY TOGETHER. 


Senator Colquitt’s Menly Address—Sensible Advice 
From Senator Brown, Governor MeDaniel, Dr, 
Tucker, Mayor Goodwin and Air. Roor— 

The Colored Citizens 4 ppreciate It. 


Several days ago a numcer of prominent col- 
ored citizens, among whom were Rey. W. H. 
Tillman,G. M. Martin, J. M. Jones, 8. E. 
Pore and Moses H. Bentley, addressed com- 
munications to Governor McDaniel, Senators 
Brown and Colquitt, Congressman Hammond, 
Dr. Tucker, and other wel! known gentlemen, 
asking that they express to the colored people 
their views as to what would be the 
eflect on the negro race of theelection of Cleve- 
land and Hendricks. A meeting was called 
for last night atthe courthouse to hear what 
the gentlemen would have tosay. The supe- 
rior. courtroom was well filled with a gather- 
ing of intelligent negroes. There were 
thirty or forty white citizens present. 
W. H, Tillman was called to the chair. 
Jones was elected vice-president and 
F’. Bartow Burson, secretary. 
After the meeting had been called to order Dr. 
Tucker stated that some of the speakers who 
bad been invited to be present were unavoid- 
ably prevented from doing so. Colonel Ham- 
moud was out of the city on legal business. 
Governor McDaniel found it impossible to at- 
tend in person, but sent the following letter 
which Dr.Tucker read: 


GOVERNOR M’DANIEL’S LETTER. 

STATE OF GEORGIA, EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, AT- 
LaNTa, Ga., November 244, 1884 —Mersrs G M Mar- 
un, J M Jones, S lf Pore, MH Bently, Root Grant, 
and cthers: Your request, directed to Hou Joseph 
Kk Brown, Hon Alfzed H Colquitt, United States 
sepators, Hon N J Hammond,member of congress, 
uLo myself, “to address the co.ored citizens ot At- 
jlanta on the condition of the country, aud more 
especial y on the eflect, if any, which the change 
of vatioual administration will have on the civil 
conaition and future prospects of the colored peo- 
ple of the United States,’ has been received. My 
public duties, at ibis period of the session of the 
gebeial assembly, will net permit acceptance of 
ibe invitation. 

I take the occasion, however, to say in reference 
to the subject matter of your letter,that the change 
in the national administration will have a bene- 
ficial eflect upon the civil condition and prospects 
vt ail the people of this couutry. Freedom, 
and rights of person and property were grauted to 
the colored people of Georgia in our coustitution 
adopted in 1865, as one of the results of the war 
betwee: the states. All other rights of citizenship 
followed in the constitution of 1568, as required by 
ihe lourteenth and fliteenth amendments to tne 
coustitution of the United States. These rights 
were re-uftirmed in the constitution of 1877, adupt- 
ed by a vote of the people of Georgia, aud have 
been recognized for more than fiteen years by all 
depsrimenuts of government, as wellas in all the 
iegisiation of the state, making no distinction of 
race, Color or previous condition. Taoese ques 
tiups, sufarasthe white and colered races are 
concerned, are no longer in issue between the 
two great political parties of -the country, 
and vere in . no wise involved im 
the late presidential election. The democratic 
party bas neither wish nor purpose to disturb 
them. Tlee condition and prospects of a peuple, 
in the enjoyment of such civu rights, will de- 
pend upon theirewn conduct. Government can 
be EX peCteo tu secure nothing More than the un 
disturbed purstvits of prosperity and happiness, 
Legislation cannot supply the wact of industry, 
thriit aud economy. ‘Lne virtues of truth, hones- 
ty and«hastitg. depend upon ho Administration. 
‘the value Of citizeliship depends on the cultiva: 
tion ef all these virtues. Without them the most 
favored race or peopie will siuk in the social scale. 
ihe cultivation of them will elevate any race or 

weuple, 
' I ne richts of the celored people beiag secure, 
under both federal and state constitutions, 
no administration can abridzgetnem, But there is 
rene on to believe that, under a democratic adinin- 
istretion oi the jederal government, the enjoy- 
mentor these rights will be productiveof better 
resuits. The southern people are naturally in 
closer sympathy with the colorcd race than other 
citizens oithe ubion. Your cunduct during the 
late war and uuder the t ying circumstauces ol 
the great Change wrought since the war, has oeen 
Lighly creditabie to a race of such numbers, labor- 
ing under such disadvyautages. 

Now that an adwinistration truly national will 
control the federal government, Causes 
oO! liritation between the white and colored 
races Wili be measurably removed. We may 
bope that a better understanding wil 
arise. My advise is to cultivate the homely yir- 
tues necessary to improve your cendition in life, 
and rest assured that all aepartments of govern- 
wet will protect you in your legai and coustitu- 
ticnal righis.

This letter was most attentively listened to. 

The chairman called on 

SENATOR COLQUITT 
to address the meeting, aud the senator re- 
spouded in a speech which was full of happy 
thought well expressed. Among other things 
he said: 

Mr. Chairman ard Fellow-citizens: 
Clevelaud is elected, 1 stlladdress you as my 
iellow-citizens, You are still free. You 
still have the right of suffrage. 
You are sull citizens in every respect. Iam giad 
to meet you tonight, especially as we Meet ata 
time When no eleetionis peuding and there can 
be no suspicion that anytning is said but in the 
most periect candur, lam glad to speak to you 
iecause youn bave been kind enougn to ask me 
and because! haye your good at heart. I have 
syckhen tojyou often andonall sorts of occasions 
but i pever said one wordg to you which was 
nothonest:y imiended for vuurgood. You ask 
me Whet 1 thiuk wili be the effect of the success of 
the den ocratic party inthe recent election, I 
candiaiy teilyou L believe it will resultin good 
to both whites end blacks. There have becu many 
iving and vielous reports sent irom the south 
about the feelingsand intentions of the white peo- 
pie in thissection. You know that these things 
are faise as weli asI do. 1 have the utmost Contempt 
jor the men who would: publish such slanders, 
The intelligent men amovg you know that the 
white peopie among whom you live are not un- 
friendly to you. I believe the late election will 
bring benefits to you because it will make yon 
understand us better and we will understand you 
better. That will bea benefit to us. I believe 
the election oi Grover Cleveland as president of 
the United States is the happiest event that has 
occunead for the colored mau since his emanecipa- 
tion. 1t will emancipate him from the slavery of 
the men who wouid teach him to hate the whites 
among whom he lives. There are ties of interest 
and sindness amoug the two races which have 
been so loug associated with each other. The 
most of the men who try to keep them apart don t 
care for the gvod of the negro. They 
the yery roots of _ all 
hepplners and prosperity merely 
influence your prejudices and to use you for their 
own gain. hey are always ringing inte your 
ears the cry thus the republican party set you free. 
Tiat is pottrue. The first president elected by 
the republicans declared in his inaugural mes- 
sage that slavery should be pretected in the states 
where.it existed as well by him as it would have 
been by aby of his competitors. He said Baik eC 
thing later. Your freedom was af incident and 
not an object of the war. There were as many 
democrats who fought for your freedom as there 
were republicans. There were more democratic 
union generals than there were republicans.

Senator Joseph E. Brown was not psesent, 
being unavoidably detained, but the following 
letter from him was read to the meeting: 

ATLANTA, November 24, 1434.—Messrs,. C O 
Jones, W, H. Tillman, R. E. Coles, J M 
Jones and other persous of color: ~ Felloe 
Citizens: I have your letter stating that as part of 
my constiiuency, you request me to address the 
colored citizens of Atlanta on the condition of the 
country, and more especially on the effect if ana 
which the change of national administration witl 
have on the civil condition, and future prospects 
of the colored people of the United States. [ regret 
that other pressing engagements which I cannot 
neglect, taken in connection with tne short period 
Oo! time betore 1 shall bave to return to Wasning- 
ton, will prevent me from preparing an address 
abd delivering it at a meeting of your people to be 
hereafter called. 

_ I take great pleasure, however, in communicat- 
ing to you, ip this form, a brief expressiou of my 
views on the question embraced in your inqniry. 

You ask what effect the ehange of national - 
ministration will have on the civil condition and 
juture prospects of your race in the 
United States. I haveno hesitation in assuring 
you th-tit will have no unfavurable effect. It 
wilJ at present have no marked .effect either one 
way or the other. 

You wili, when the new administration comes 
into power, still possess all the constitutional and 
legal rights you nuw have 

They will not be impaired or infringed in the 
slightest particular. The constitution of the Uai- 
ted States at present gueraptees the perpetual free- 
dcm of yourselves and your posterity. 

It guarantees to you the Iegal rights of citizen- 
ship, and it gives to you the ballotand guarantees 
its future possession by your race. 

If the new administration{desired to take from 
ip these rigbts the constitution, which it would 

ave LO power to change, protects them, and tue 
administration would be ;owerless to alter or ime 
pair them. 

So far as the’bestowa! of office on your raee by 
the democratic administration is concerned, no 
promise could be given. ——— established 
fer yeurs past y t republican 
ac ministration has been to bestow 
the offices upon republicans, who supported the 
republican candidates for president and vice- 
president, and did all they could to aid in inaue 
guratipg a republican administration. 

It the democrats shouid act upon this rule, and 
the republicans havyeno just. reason to flud fault 
with them ii they do, then as much the larger part 
of your race voted for the republican ticket, and 
against the democratic nominees, they could not 
according to republican usage, expect official 
favors, or appointments to office. 

Permit me, bowever, to call yourattention tothe 
weil known fact that in this respect the great mass 
of your people will be inj. no worse condition than 
you have been under the republican admintstra- 
tious for the last.sixteen years 

Nearly one-fourth of theZrepubdlican yoters 
tbe United States huve been colored people. 
the exception of a small number—a favored few— 
whew of the colorea rece bave been rewarded with 
office by republican administrations? 

‘ihe appointment ofa colored man to a subordi- 
nate place has been the rareexception to the gen- 
eral inle that the white republicans took the 
ofhces. 

Your race have been a eonvenience to. the re- 
publican party when an election was to be nel, 
aud you have been admonished to stand by that 
party,as it Was your only iriend, but wren the pat- 
ly Wes safely inducted iinto office, you were then 
jorgotten, untilan apotber election made it nec- 
essary tocall your attention to the fact that your 
eoed friend, the republican party, again needed 
yc ur services. ae 

1eould bazzard nothing, therefore, in ‘sayin 
thai i! your race in the iuture should find it their 
interest to act with the ,democTfatic, party, you 
willcertainly not fare worse than you have fared 
while you bave been the fiaithtul and obedient 
supvorters Of the republican party. 

sut so faras your legal rights are concerned, 
they will be in no way impaired and will bein no 
respect diminished by the accession of the demo- 
eralic party to power, and when you have real- . 
ized the fact as you dountiess will, when you see 
the goveriment controled by a democratic ad- 
ministration, that vo right’of yours bas been im- 
paired, and that you have been treated with kind- 
ness, justice and impartiality, you will thea 
coubtiess begin to feel that your frieuds 
and neighbors of the white race with whom 
you have been raised, who were then 
iriends of your childbood, and your boyhvod, and 
who bave done more for you iu everytime of 
your distress since you were freemen, than those 
who were not connected with you;by such ties ever 
did. are still your best friends. 

When you bave tully realized this doubtless 
acini and hundreds of thousands of your 
people will feel that it is their interest in future 
lo act with, these with whom they have been 
reszed, and who have alwajs shown themseives to 
be vour beat iriends. While a very large majority 
of your people buve been arrayed fagainst your 
white friepas in the south in party Contests, you 
could not expect them to feelas kindly towards 
you or to take as Much interest In your weltare, or 
to be willing todo as much for you, as they will 
be willing to do, whe instead of such autagouism 
you have aligned yourselves with them and shows 
them that youfappreciate?_ kindj treatment and 

rue friendship. 
My advice to you, therefore,is that in future 

ou act with the people with whom you have 
bp resred, and among whom you have lived, in 
ties of close friendship ever since your freedom, 
and with the people who treated you kindly when 
the contitution and laws of the government
